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President’s Progress Report 


Nearly all of this year’s commit- 
tees have been hard at work and are 
making large contributions toward 
the progress of your association. 
There is not space to report for each 
committee but there are certain 
committees that have shown results 
to date that I am sure will be of 
great irterest to the membership. 
The Conference Site Committee, 
Nicholas Winowich, chairman, has 
made arrangements for the 1956 
conference to be held in Pittsburgh. 
This will be the first conference held 
in western Pennsylvania for some 
time. This Committee is well on 
the way to setting up a rotating con- 
ference schedule that will be fair to 
all in the years to come. 

The Constitution Committee, 
Kenneth Fagerhaugh, chairman, has 
made a complete revision of the 
constitution, subject to the approval 
of the membership. This:is the most 
thorough revision we have ever had. 

The Library Development Com- 
mittee (formerly the Legislative, 
Standards and Planning Commit- 
tees), Emerson Grenaway, chair- 
man, has taken on the task of mak- 
ing a study of the state’s public 
libraries. The result will be facts 
plus conclusions and obvious rem- 
edies. So that the committee will 
have expert guidance in conducting 
this study, this Committee has se- 
cured the assistance of Ethel Fair, 
a native Pennsylvanian and out- 
standing librarian with experience 
in the assembling and interpretation 
of such data. 

The Membership Committee, 
Gerald Stevenson, chairman, is in 
the process of sending out question- 
naires to all librarians in the state to 
determine ways to increase mem- 
bership and improve the relations 
between present members of the as- 
sociation. Your co-operation in sup- 
plying the information requested by 
the committee is urged. 
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Your President, with the valuable 
help of the Library Development 
Committee, has tackled the problem 
of the State Library. He has main- 
tained continuous communication 
with the various members of Gover- 
nor Leader’s Advisory Committee 
on Governmental Organization. The 
Advisory Committee has made a 
study of the State Library and has 
given its recommendations for im- 
provement to the Governor. Your 
President has been requested by the 
Advisory Committee to consider 
their recommendations as confiden- 
tial. It can be said that the librar- 
ians of Pennsylvania can justifiably 
assume a very optimistic outlook 
concerning the future improvement 
of our State Library. 

Katherine Shorey, Emerson 
Greenaway, the past President, Presi- 
dent-elect and the President were 
granted an appointment with Gov- 
ernor Leader. The Governor was 
sincerely interested in our sugges- 
tions concerning the State Library 
and the improvement of library serv- 
ice throughout the state. It is anti- 
cipated that the Department of Pub- 
lic Instruction will undergo a reor- 
ganizaticn and that the State Library 
will be improved thereby. 

Following this report is a state- 
ment regarding the qualifications of 
the State Librarian. This statement 
was the result of much discussion 
and thought. It was sent to each 
member of the Governor’s Advisory 
Committee and to the Governor.

RECOMMENDATIONS CONCERNING 
THE APPOINTMENT OF A STATE 
LIBRARIAN 

The Pennsylvania Library Asso- 
ciation believes this Administration 
has an opportunity to remedy an 
unsatisfactory situation which exists 
in the Pennsylvania State Library— 
a situation marked by a lack of 








strong leadership and a_ vigorous 
program of public library extension. 

In addition to their services to the 
Legislature and to the Departments 
of the State Government all State 
Libraries serve as the natural leader 
of the public libraries in their state, 
especially the small libraries with 
untrained librarians. In those states 
where public library service is best 
developed there is excellent leader- 
ship in the State Library. 

According to Pennsylvania law, 
the State Library has “the power, 
and its duty shall be .. . to give ad- 
vice and counsel to all free libraries 
in the State, and to all communities 
which may propose to establish free 
libraries, in the selection of books, 
cataloging, and other details of li- 
brary management, and as to the 
best means of establishing and ad- 
ministering such libraries. . . .” 

The Pennsylvania Library Associ- 
ation therefore urges the appoint- 
ment of a State Librarian who will 
understand and be responsive to the 
needs of the people of Pennsylvania. 

1. He shall be __ professionally 
trained, i.e., a graduate of a 
nationally accredited library 
school. 

2. He shall have had successful 
experience in state and/or pub- 
lic library administration. 

3. He shall have those personal 
qualities for good leadership 
which shall command the re- 
spect and confidence of his 
professional colleagues. 

In order that such a well chosen 
appointee may be able to function 
effectively, the position of State Li- 
brarian must be a career job. Such 
a person must be assured reasonable 
freedom of action and decision with- 
in the framework of good govern- 
ment. The State Library must be 
an effective agency in its own right. 

The Pennsylvania Library Associ- 
ation stands ready to co-operate 
with the Administration to carry out 
these recommendations. 


Executive Board 


Meeting Api 4, 1955 


Mr. Doerschuk, Adult Education 
Committee, reported that Mr. A. 
W. Castle is hoping to introduce a 
bili placing the entire Department 
of Public Instruction under Civil 
Service. The treasurer was author- 
ized to pay ten dollars to the Penn- 
sylvania Committee for Legislative 
Infcrmation for one more year. 

Dr. Warner and the Audio-Visual 
Committee are working on a pro- 
gram for a better routine in inter- 
library loans; forms to be used for 
reservations; and the co-ordination 
of film collections throughout the 
state. 

The Auditing Committee, Miss 
Krarup, chairman, reported the As- 
sociation’s books were examined 
January 18, 1955, and found to be 
in good order and complete. 

Mr. Doerschuk, Conference Pro- 
gram, has completed the arrange- 
ments for the 1955 conference in 
Reading at the Abraham Lincoln 
Hotel, October 20-22. A square 
dance will be held Thursday eve- 
ning, replacing the usual reception. 

In planning future meetings Mr. 
Winowich has secured an agree- 
ment with the William Penn Hotel, 
Pittsburgh, accommodating PLA and 
giving free exhibit space for the 1956 
conference. A date in October is 
to be selected. 

Ethel M. Fair is heading the pro- 
ject to study Pennsylvania libraries 
and plan for future development. 
Miss Fair spoke to the Board and 
plans were made which are reported 
on elsewhere in this issue. 

Agnes Krarup, Virginia Krick and 
Mrs. Jane Gray Smith were appoint- 
ed PLA representatives to the state 
conference on education to be held 
in Harvisburg. This is in prepara- 
tion for the national White House 
Conference on Education. 
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More Vital Libraries 


No further surveys of Pennsyl- 
vania libraries will at present be 
needed in order to produce more 
vital libraries in the state. Rich in- 
formation has been supplied by the 
recent PLA Survey and by the Li- 
brary Division of the U. S. Office 
of Education to enable the Library 
Development Committee to build 
for the future. At a recent meeting 
of the PLA Executive Committee a 
sub-committee of the Library De- 
velopment Committee was author- 
ized to draft plans for action as soon 
as possible. The information on 
hand must be made effective by 
wide-spread efforts of the libraries 
of the State. The Sub-committee 
will be augmented by an Action 
Committee of some 40.persons rep- 
resenting all nine library districts of 
the state. Fundamental facts about 
conditions will be critically re- 
viewed. New goals and effective 
ways and means of meeting stand- 
ards will be sought to be put into 
effect by state-wide interest and ac- 
tion. 

The project will be announced at 
the spring District meetings from 
April 22 to May 14. A Workshop 
at Pennsylvania State University, 
University Park, State College, will 
be held May 20-21 at which the 
Action Committee and the Library 
Development Committee will meet 
with consultants to draft plans. The 
aim will be to seek and draw on 
all possible resources to bring the 
service in the state up to a level 
which the citizens can utilize effec- 
tively in a modern world. 


Some Facts CoNCERNING 
PENNSYLVANIA LIBRARIES 
The Library Development Com- 
mittee, under the expert supérvision 
of Ethel Fair, has assembled infor- 
mation contributed by the librarians 
of Pennsylvania to our survey and 


to the U. S. Office of Education. 


The facts discovered from these 
sources must now be made effective: 
to locate our weaknesses and to find 
out how to produce stronger li- 
braries. 

These data should furnish the 
basis for a long range program for 
development. In order to work out 
such a program the _ information 
must be ploughed back to the indi- 
vidual libraries, librarians and trus- 
tees. This program is now being 
launched with the nine District Or- 
ganizations of the state as key parts 
of the program planning. 

Some striking facts that indicate 
some of the conditions we all have 
to face and which we must improve 
are: 

Pennsylvania stands second 
among the states in total ‘“‘as- 
seis.” 

Bookstock: Pennsylvania stands 
26th in rank in the per capita book 
stock in its libraries. 

Finances: Pennsylvania stands 
34th in per capita expenditures in 
its libraries. 

Pennsylvania libraries spent $4,- 
881,192 in the year. 

The libraries of the state had $5,- 
072,267 for the year from all 
sources, Therefore they did not 
spend all the money they had for 
the year! 

The libraries received $4,159,835 
from local public funds in the year. 

If they had developed their serv- 
ices over the years to the point 
where the community had pushed 
the permissible tax levy up to the 2 
mill limit for libraries, they would 
have had about $16,000,000 or four 
times the amount now received. 

Circulation: Pennsylvania is 
third in size of population among 
the 48 states. 

But it stands seventh in the num- 
ber of books circulated. It is below 
New York, Massachusetts, Ohio, II- 


linois, Michigan and California. 








Hours Open: 38% of Pennsyl- 
vania’s libraries are open four hours 
or less a day. Only 1/5th of the 


libraries are open “full-time,” that 
is from 10 to 12 hours a day. 
Distribution of Libraries: The 


14 biggest counties in the state had 
140 libraries to serve the citizens 
who lived within the radius of a 
library. 

The remaining 53 counties had 
only 216 libraries to serve the citi- 
zens who lived within the radius of 
some library. 

The Big Cities: Pennsylvania 
has four cities with a population of 
100,000 to 200,000. 

The highest expenditure of any 
of these four makes it rank 26th 
among the 52 libraries in similar 
sized cities in the United States. 

The library in this group with the 
smallest expenditure was 10th from 
the bottom of the list of 52 libraries. 

One of these libraries in Pennsyl- 
vania was able to add only 5,700 
books in the year for 125,000 people. 

50,000-100,000: Our libraries 
in cities of this size also need to be 
strengthened. The Pennsylvania li- 
brary in this group which spent the 
least was only fifth from the bottom 
in the list of 111 libraries in this 
population range. 

The Smaller Libraries: 147 of 
our 356 libraries are in places of 
less than 5,000 population. Penn- 
sylvania is a state of small com- 
munities in many areas. People liv- 
ing in smaller places should have 
equal privileges with those living in 
the big cities.

Director of Libraries for University 


of Pennsylvania Appointed 


Dr. Kenneth M. Setton, author, histor- 
ian and professor of Medieval History at 
Columbia University, has been named di- 
rector of libraries at the University of 
Pennsylvania, Dr. Gaylord P. Harnwell, 
president, announced recently. 

As head of the 1,375,000-volume cam- 
pus library system, he will succeed Dr. 
Charles W. David, who is retiring June 
30th. Dr. David has been director of li- 
braries and professor of history since 1940. 

Dr. Setton, who is 40, taught at the 
University of Pennsylvania from 1950 to 
1954. He served additionally from 1951 
to 1954 as curator of the University’s Henry 
C. Lea Library of Medieval History. On 
returning, he will resume his former facul- 
ty chair as Henry C. Lea Professor of 
Medieval History. 

As director of libraries, Dr. Setton will 
be in charge of the University Library and 
its more than 20 departmental branches on 
the campus. The library, established in 
1751, is the fourth oldest collegiate library 
in the United States and one of the 
largest. 

“A library is the keystone of a univer- 
sity,’ Dr. Harnwell commented in = an- 
nouncing Dr. Setton’s selection. “Its stew- 
ardship is a controlling factor in the prog- 
ress of teaching and research. We are 
fortunate in having found a scholar of 
Dr. Setton’s stature to succeed Dr. David, 
whose vision, scholarship, and energy dur- 
ing the last 15 years have made our li- 
braries a positive force in the University’s 
development.” i 

Dr. Setton, a native of New Bedford, 
Mass., earned the degree of bachelor of 
arts in 1936 at Boston University, then re- 
ceived the degrees of master of arts in 
1938 and doctor of philosophy in 1941 at 
Columbia University. He also studied at 


the University of Chicago and Harvard 
University. 


After teaching classics and history for 
three years at Boston University, Dr. Set- 
ton in 1943 joined the faculty of the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba, Canada, where he was 
chairman of the history department when 
he was called to Pennsylvania in 1950. 


Twice he has won Guggenheim Fellow- 
ships—in 1949 for research in Byzantine 
history, and in 1950 for studies of Athens 
in the Middle Ages. He has traveled and 
studied in several European countries and 
is well-informed concerning libraries abroad. 


Dr. Setton is the author of “Christian 
Attitude Toward the Emperor in the 
Fourth Century,” published in 1941, and 
“Catalan Domination of Athens, 1311- 
1388,” which appeared in 1948. He was 
co-editor of “Great Problems in European 
Civilization,” published last year, and edi- 
tor-in-chief of a “History of the Crusades,” 
the first volume of which is to be pub- 
lished this spring. 


He has whitten numerous articles in 
scholarly journals and is now writing sev- 
eral additional books and articles. 

Dr. Setton is a member of the American 
Philosophical Society, the Mediaeval Acad- 
emy of America, the American Historical 
Association and the American Association 
of University Professors. 

He was elected director of libraries 
from among a group of librarians and 
scholars nominated by a faculty committee 
of the University’s Graduate School of 
Arts and Sciences. The committee repre- 
sented the four general fields of study— 
the physical sciences, the biological and 
medical sciences, the social sciences, and 
the humanities. The chairman was Dr. 
Robert E. Spiller, professor of English.

Pp ennsylvania Government Pp ublications 
DonaLp P. HAMMER 


Law Librarian, Pennsylvania State Library 


Without question one of the greatest 
difficulties librarians face is the economical 
acquisition of publications. Since few li- 
braries have unlimited funds, some way 
must be found to develop a useful up-to- 
date library collection with the least ex- 
penditure. Pennsylvania state publications 
can be a partial solution to this problem. 
These decuments cover a wide variety of 
subjects, and most of them are available 
for the asking. Unfortunately, many librar- 
ians find it difficult to acquire state pub- 
lications because of the lack of a cen- 
tralized source. No concerted attempt is 
made to bring state publications to the at- 
tention of the public, and there is no de- 
pendable source from which librarians can 
acquire all or even a majority of them. In 
short, the major hindrance lies in accessi- 
bility and publicity. 

The Exchange Section of the State Li- 
brary is by far the best source of state 
documents for libraries. This agency ac- 
quires copies of Pennsylvania publications 
for use in the State Library and for distri- 
bution to other libraries. Mailing lists are 
maintained through which documents from 
all of the agencies of the Commonwealth 
are distributed. When sufficient copies 
are not available for general distribution 
this Section attempts to acquire a reserve 
of multiple copies to fill direct requests 
from libraries. Many of the publications 
in this collection date before the turn of 
the century. Obviously, the supply is 
limited in most cases and exhausted in 
ethers because of the limits of storage space 
and the popularity of various titles. In 
spite of these limitations, this Section is 
the most reliable source for publications. 
It is the only agency that attempts to col- 
lect all titles and make them available to 
libraries free of charge. 

Unfortunately, the State Library some- 
times has the same problem in acquisition 
as do librarians throughout the state. There 
is no single source for information on cur- 
rent publishing in the State Government, 
and this is particularly true in regard to 
publications that are mimeographed or 
otherwise processed. 

There are, however, two lists available 
that are incomplete, but helpful. One is 
the List of State Publications distributed 
by the Department of Property and Sup- 
plies, Bureau of Publications, the sales 
agency for state documents, and the other 
is the Monthly Checklist of State Pub- 


lications published by the Library of Con- 

gress. 

The List of State Publications excludes 
most processed documents, and it drops 
titles when the supply is exhausted at the 
Bureau of Publications and in the issuing 
agency. Librarians must bear in mind that 
publications not listed in this pamphlet 
may nevertheless be available from the 
State Library. 

The Monthly Checklist is a very useful 
source of information on the publications 
of all forty-eight states, but it, too, has its 
disadvantages. Documents not received 
by L.C. are not listed in this checklist, and 
processed publications are the ones usually 
missed because of their limited distribu- 
tion. Very often titles appear in the 
Checklist long after publication, and, 
therefore, the supply is often exhausted. 

Some Pennsylvania agencies issue their 
own list of publications. Among others, 
the Geologic Survey occasionally distributes 
a list, the Pennsylvania Historical Commis- 
sion has recently made one available, and 
the State Planning Board prints a list on 
the inside back cover of some of its docu- 
ments. 

During the past year or two some par- 
ticularly useful material has been issued by 
the Commonwealth. The following is a 
list of documents published by many dif- 
ferent agencies that illustrate the wide 
variety of subjects. In future articles the 
various types of state publications will be 
discussed according to groups, such as 
annual and biennial reports, serials, special 
reports, and compilations of laws. 

Tax Study Committee. The tax problem. 
Report. 1953-55. 

This report covers the whole field of 
Pennsylvania taxes. A list of a few chap- 
ter headings will indicate its scope. Penn- 
sylvania tax system; Pennsylvania economy

come taxes. Published in four parts: Ist 
report, Tax problem; 2nd report, Tax prob- 
lem (revision of Ist report); Conclusions;

Eighty persons, representing 40 organiza- 
tions in rural! Berks County, joined forces 
at a meeting February 10 in the Muhlenberg 
Township High School to seek the estab- 
lishment of free public library service by 
next year. 


The 1956 deadline was suggested by 
County Commissioner Charles S. Adams 
who pledged his support of the effort. 
Under current plans the service will be 
financed through appropriations from the 
county commissioners and state grants. 


Mrs. Glenwood A. Smith, of the social 
studies group of the Reading Branch of 
the University Women, the group which 
inaugurated the drive, served as chairman 
for the meeting. 


Mrs. Smith explained that one of the 
functions of the representatives attending 
the session will be to serve as community 
ambassadors to set forth the advantages 
and pleasure to be derived from free li- 
brary service in the county. 


Details of the present proposals were 
outlined by Richard M. Brown, librarian 
of the Reading Public Library, with which 
the proposed service to rural Berks would 
be associated. Mr. Brown said that about 
half of the 250,000 residents of Berks 
County are without library service today. 
Although everyone is concerned with the 
cost of government, Brown said that the 
most economical means of providing the 
service is association with the $600,000 
establishment of the present Reading Li- 
brary. Frederick J. Bertolet, president of 
the Reading Library Board, informed the 
meeting that the city administration was 
heartily in favor of the development. 


Charlot Fleck, extension librarian of the 
State Library, explained the aid that is 
available from the state and the laws re- 
garding the setting-up of county library 
service. Operations of the county library 
in Lancaster County were explained by 
Elinor Harsh, representing that institution, 
and Dauphin County service was outlined 
by Daniel H. Healey, director of the Har- 
risburg Library. 


Commissioner Adams, in offering his 
support of the project, stated this was the 
opportune moment. County expenditures 
for debt service are expected to drop sub- 
stantially next year. 














For many years the Public Libraries of- 
fice of the American Library Association 
has worked closely with the American 
Country Life Association. The 1955 an- 
nual conference of the Association will be 
held at Pennsylvania State University, July 
12-14, and will provide an excellent op- 
portunity for librarians of the state to be- 
come acquainted with the work of this 
group. S. Janice Kee, Executive Secretary, 
Public Libraries Division, ALA, is a mem- 
ber of their Board of Directors and will 
be in attendance at the meetings. County 
Librarians, in particular, are urged to at- 
tend. When a program is available it will 
be sent to the Extension Division, Penn- 
sylvania State Library, or may be obtained 
from Miss Kee at ALA.

Texas Ort Man Gives $35,000 For Pitr 
ENGINEERING LIBRARY 

Students at the University of Pittsburgh 
Schools of Engineering and Mines will 
soon have their own modern library thanks 
to the generosity of a Texas oil man and 
Pitt engineering alumnus. 

George M. Bevier, Class of 1913, has 
given the University $35,000 for the con- 
struction of a library as the seventh floor 
of the new Engineering and Mines Build- 
ing now under construction. The new 
facility will be known as the George M. 
Bevier Memorial Library. 

Announcing Mr. Bevier’s gift recently, 
University Vice-Chancellor Charles B. Nut- 
ting and Dean G. R. Fitterer of the Schools 
of Engineering and Mines said it will pro- 
vide for the first time a specialized library 
for use of engineering students. They 
stressed the tremendous assistance and im- 


provement the new library will afford the 
schools. 

The present library for engineers is a 
part of the science-technology library in 
Alumni Hall. Dean Fitterer said the new 
library will provide a well-lighted study 
area with reading room for 60 students, a 
faculty conference room, a special research 
alcove, a periodical room, and _ facilities 
for an adequate library staff. 

The main library floor will house a large 
collection of current technical material in- 
tended for everyday use. A “book lift” will 
connect this main section with a room on 
the fourth floor where less-used books will 
be stored. 

Miss Lorena Garloch, Pitt librarian, who 
served as a consultant on the plans, said 
the new library will make a much-needed 
and welcome addition to the total library 
facilities of the University. 

The seventh floor in which the library 
will be housed is an addition to the origi- 
nal plans for the building. The library 
floor is now being constructed, and the 
entire $1,500,000 building is expected to 
be ready for occupancy sometime this 
summer.
